GREAT DAM IS AT 
THE BREAKING POINT 


The 4,000 Residents of Struehe Are Leav- 
ing the Town in Face of Threatened 
Death—Onty Few Hours Until Damn 
Must Break.

Youngston, Ohio, Jan, 18,—Already 
many of the four thousand residents of 
Struehe, a town six) miles from here, 
have fled and thousands have spent the 
first night packing their household goods 
to escape threatened death in the Im- 
pending bursting of the huge dam of 
the Mahoning Water Co., across Yellow 
Creek just above the village. The on- 
rushing waters have filled t#e reservoir 
and the spill cap of the 4am cannot 
carry the overflow. The water is pour- 
ing over the dam’s sides and engineers 
have been laboring desperately all night 
to fortify the supports by filling in the 
huge holes washed out of #he earth by 
the cataracts, Thousands and thousands 
of bags of cement have been dumped in, 
but more earth and rock is being carried 
away each moment, and it is a matter of 
a few hours only the engineers believe 
until the 85 foot dam will fill and a wall 
of water rush down into the village.

OPERATED AT A LOSS. 


Lumber Carriers on Great Lakes 


Want Change in Business. 


Mich., Jan. 17.—At 
annual meeting here tonight the 
Lumber Carriers’ Association of the 
Giveat Lakes decided that it would be 
imrcssible to operate their boats dur- 
ing the coming season at the same ex- 
pense and under the same conditions 
as prevailed during 1997, and = ap- 
pointed a labor committee to devise 
means to improve the condition. 
This action is generally taken to 
presage a struggle in the spring with 
the various labor unions whose mem- 
bers are employed on the boats and 
the longshoremen, and a late opening 
of the lumber carrying Season. 

In a statement issued after the meet- 
ing, the association declared that most 
of their boats were operated at a loss 
for the season of 1997, some at a con- 
siderable loss. It, was therefore the 
unanimous opinion of those present 
representing over 85 per cent. of the 
lumber tonnage of the Inkes. . that 
“with the further deereased freight, in 
sight for the coming year, carrying 
with it a prabable reduction in the 
freight rates, it would, be impossible 
to operate the boats for the coming 
year under the same expense and con- 
ditions as existed in 1907,” 

There are about 825 boats engaged 
in the lumber carrying trede on the 
lakes and the loading and unloading 
gives employment to hundreds of long- 
shoremen,

NORTH COUNTRY 
WANTSNEW ROADS 


A. Brick, M.P.P, Delayed by Absence 
of Snow, In Réaching City For 
Opening of House. 


After a trip of over 400 miles in a 
jumper through a rough country. with 
but little snow on the ground, T. Allie 
Brick, M.P.P. for the Peace River dis- 
trict, arrived in the city yesterday 
afternoon from his home at Peace 
River Crossing, after a trip of twelve 
days’ duration. Mr. Brick has come 
to the city to attend the third session 
of the Alberta Legislature, which 
opened on Thursday, January 16th. 
He expected to arrive here in time 
for the opening of parliament, but 
was delayed by the bad trails and the 
searcity of snow in the north, 

Mr. Brick was accompanied to Ed- 
monton by Thomas Box, of Winnipeg. 
a well known prospector, who has 
been in the north for the past two 
years, He has come down from 
Dawson City, and for the past year 
has been prospecting for gold in the 


Peace River district. Considerable 
quantities of gold have been found 
from time to time in the bed of the 


Péace River, evidently washed down 
from near the mountains by some of 
the smaller streams. All efforts to 
locate this gold has, however, been 
unsuccessful up to the present time. 
Petitions for Legislation. 

Mr, Brick is the bearer cf several 
largely signed petitions from settlers 
of the Peace River district for new 
legislation affecting this portion of the 
province, A petition will be pre- 
sented to the Alberta government sak- 
roads in the 


ing for the extension of 
north to epen up the country. It 
asks that bridges should be built 


where necessary, and that ferrice will 
be placed on the river at Pence River 
Crossing and Dunvegan, The settler: 
are agreeable that the roads already 
constructed into this country be ex- 
tended, or that a new road be built in 
a more direct line to the Crossing by 
way of Fort Assiboia. 

Mr. Brick stated that the extension 
of the ronds. to the north country 
would be one of the greatest factors 
in the development of this country 
and the opening of it for settlement. 
He estimated that the building | of 
roads in this country. would cost be- 
tween $40,000 and $50,000, but he be- 
Reser it would be money Well expend- 


Petitions had also been circulated 
throughout that country and had 
been largely signed asking the Do- 


minion government to extend = the 
government, telegraph line from Atha- 
; the Peace River 
Crossing, and from there both up and 
down the Peace River to Grand 
Prairie and Fort Vermilion. Some 
of these petitions have already been 
forwarded to the government, and 
Mr. Brick will send the remainder, 
which he has brought with him. 
To Exterminate Wolves. 

Another point of vital importance 
to settlers in the north mentioned by 
Mr. Brick was the ravages by wolves. 
They had not only killed off the foxes 
and other fur-bearing animals, but 
they had also approached the settle- 
ments and destroyed the stock of the 
farmers. — Mr. Brick stated that he 
alone had lost twenty-seven spring 
colts from the wolves last year, as 
well as a number of yearling and 
two-year-old horses and eattle. A 
bounty was offered for wolves killed 
in this district, but the animals were 
30 cunning that it was almost impos- 
sible to get them. Mr. Brick said in 
his opinion the only solution to the 
question was to allow certain respon- 


sible parties to place poison for the! 
wolves. He intended asking the 
government for an amendment to the 
law to allow of this method of de- 


stroying these pests of the country. 

The Dominion Government were 
also being petitioned to extend the 
mail service in order to give the set- 
tlers between Athabasca Landing and 
the Peace River Crossing a semi- 
monthly mail service, instead of 
a monthly service, as at present. 
They also wished to have the service 
extended from Spirit River to Grand 
Prairie, this portion of the 
being given a mail service by private 
parties at present. 

These petitions were signed by 
practically all of the residents of the 
north country They affected  be- 
tween 2,000 and 3,000 people. If they 
Were granted it would mean that the 
country would be opened up for settle- 


ment and would result in a big in- 
crease in the population of this dis- 
trict, 


Grain Crop Good, 
Mr, Brick spoke enthusiastically of 


the splendid crops harvested in the 
Peace River District last year. The} 
frost had not affected the grain, 


whieh was of the very best quality 
He commenced seeding on his dwn 
farm on April 24th, and started har- 
vesting the grain on August 26th, one 
month later than on the previous 
year. Mr, Brick owns a threshing 
machine, which threshed about 15,000 
bushels of grain in the settlement ad- 
jacent to the Peace River Crossing 
Of this ¥,000 bushels were raised on 
Mr. Brick’s own farm. There was no 
market for this grain in the coun- 
try this year Mr. Brick has brought 
down some excellent samples of wheat 
and oats grown on his farm last year, 
which he will forward to Calgary for 
the Dominion Exhibiton, to be held 
next summer

Could Not Weather Financial String- 


ency on Top of Initially Reck- 
less Policy. 


Toronto, Jan. 18—The enforced liqui- 
dation of the Sovereign bank,announe- 
éd yesterday os being forced by the 


anxiety of the depositors, and which | 


was immediately followed by a state- 
ment on behalf of the Bankers’ associ- 
ation that the assets would be taken 


over by allied financial interests and 
all liabilities paid, ia the sole topic 
of conversation here this morning in 
financial circles, It is generaily con- 
ceded that no blame attaches to the 
present management, which as only 
been in office a few months in the 
hopeless endeavor to put the inetitu- 
tio on its feet. But for the extra- 
onlinary stringency of the money 


markets of the past six months, whieh 
has led to nerveusness on the part of 
depositors, the bank might have wen- 
thered the storm. 


President's Statement. 

Shortly after midnight, following a 
conoference with representatives of the 
guaranteeing banks, which was held 
in the Bank of Toronton here, the pre- 
sident of the Sovereign bank issued 
the following statement ‘or eome 
time past there has been a constant 
Strain upon the bank’s resources,caus- 
ed chiefly by the unnatural conditions 


Which have obtained during the last 
three or four months, which have cre- 
ated a still greater drain upon the 
deposits, and made it. correspondingly 
ditieult to liquidate loans. These 


conditions which, in many ways have 


been far more stringent than experi- 
enced in the memory of this genera- 
tion, could not. possibly have been 


foreseen and they were rapidly bring- 
ing about a state of affairs under 
which the business of continuing 
would not have been sufficiently pro. 
fitable. When this condition was 
reaehed we at once conferred with the 
leading banks oi the country and ask- 
ed them to verify our statements. The 


bankers have expressed their opin- 
ion that the assets of the Sovereign 
Bank of Canada are suflicient to pay 


all liabilities, and an agreement has 
been made with a number of banks 
by which nearly al Ithe branches of 
the bank will open this morning as 
branehes of other banks. This ar- 
rangement wil Jentall no loss of aiiy 
kind to the bank's depositors or cus- 
tomers. They can withdraw their de- 
posits if they please or they can allow 
them to remain with the bank to 
which they have been transferred. The 
Sovereign Bank of Canada pass book 
can be surendered and pass books of 
the new banks obtained.

QUEEN ALEXANDRA 
T0 VISIT IRELAND 


While King is at Biarritz Queen Will 
Cruise Off treland.—Hostess to 
Sister Marie—Coming of Empress 
Makes Gossip. 


London, Jan. 17.—The unrest in Ire- 
land has no terrors for Queen Alexan- 
dra. Whether the present. agitation 
will have subsided before tHe autumn 
is not for anyone to propheay. If the 
government goes on shilly-shallying 
with the question as it has done up to 


it, some people ask, that 
Queen Alexandra's sister, the Dow- 
ager Empresa of Russia, visits Eng- 
land only when the King is away? 
Last year was the first time the Em- 
press Marie had visited Kngland for 
thirty-four years. This year she is 
coming in March, when the King will 
be away at Bierrite, 
Never on Good Terms. 
The fact is the King and his siater- 


in-law have never been on good 
terms. This estrangement of long 
standing is due to the dislike of the 
jate Czar, Alexander III., for King

This is the second report and it con- 
tains considerable information which 
was not given in the first statement 
issued, 

The report shows an_ addition to 
the mileage of the Canadian railways 
during ‘the year of 1,049 miles, The 
mileage of double track was also in- 
creased from 743 to 1,067 miles, almost 
wholly applicable to main lines and 
will represent a substantial addition 
to transportation facilities, The total 
of al Itracks now amounts to 27,611 
miles. The number of miles actually 
under construction during the year is 
estimated at 3,000. This does not in- 
clude lines projected and not under 
construction. 

Thia report shows that Canada has 
a higher mileage measured against the 
ater ai than the United Kingdom, 
Jnited States, France or the British 
colonies, but a lower mileage measur- 
ed against the territory than any of 
these countries. In other words Can- 
ada stands foremost among the. na- 
tions in transportation in proportion 
to her population, while her ample 
territory gives her greatest room for 
expansion, <. 

The total earnings from operation 
were upwards of $146,000,000, of which 
$95,000,000 came from the freight ser- 
vice. $45,000,00 from the passenger 
service and $5,000,000 from other sour- 
ces. This represented an increase of 
17 per cent. over 1906. 

The total earnings were edual to 
$6,533 per mile, and the operating ex- 
penses to $4,620. Last year 16,946 
freight cars were added to the total 
supply. Allowing for wear and tear, 
ete., it is estimated that 3,762 new 
cars were acquired in 1907, to replace 
those put out of commission. 

There were 1,099 miles of new rail- 
way put into operation during the 
year and on the basis indicated in the 
paragraph ond applied to 1906 the ad- 
ditional mileage would call for an 
equipment of 4,523 freight cars, Fig- 
uring on this basis, it is estimated that 
18,317 cars were necessary in order 
to maintain a normal condition or 1,- 
368 more during the year. The total 
mileage was slightly in eXcess of 75,- 
000,000, an increase of nearly 2,500,- 
000 over 1906, This increase applied 
almeet wholly to the passenger ser- 
vice. i

A YOUNG NOVA SCOTIAN. 


Dr. A, Ross Hill New President ot 
Missouri University. 


Halifax, Jan, 17.—Dr. A, Ross Hill, 
the young Nova Scotian who is win- 
ning a high place as a scholar and 
educationist, has just been appointed 
President of the University oi Mis- 
souri, one of the largest of western 
universities. Dr, Hill is a native of 
Colechester county, and is only 37 
years old. He is a brother of Mr. 
Dawson Hill, M.P.P., and of Mr. 
Charles Hill, who was Liberal candi- 
date in the recent Colchester bye- 
election. He graduated from Dal- 
housie university in 1892, with honors 
in philosophy. He took a post-gradu- 
ate course at Cornell, where he receiv- 
ed the Ph.D, degree. He was appoint- 
ed to Wisconsin State Normal school, 
later going to the university of Ne- 
braska, From there he was called to 
the University of Missouri, where he 
organized the. department of educa- 
tion, which is recognized as second 
to none’ in American’ universities, 
Subsequently he was appointed dean 
of the faculty of arts and sciences at 
Cornell, a position which he relin- 
quishes to eccept the presidency ot 
the University of Missouri. The lat- 
ter institution has over three thous- 
and students, and the president's in- 
come is between seven and ten thou: 
sand dollars,

To Prevent Sending Pulpwood Out of 
Country. 

Ottawa, Jan. 17—Hon. J. D. Rolland 
of Montreal, president of the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ assogiation, wae in Ot- 
tawa yesterday interviewing Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier and other ministers to 
urge that government legislation be 
introduced this session providing an 
export duty on pulpwood, and making 
more adequate provisions for conserv- 
ing the forests of Canads, on which 
largely depends the preservation of 
the splendid water powers of Ontario, 
Quebee and New Brunswick, The Can- 
adian Manufacturers’ association in- 
tend to continue urging this question 
upon the attention of federal and pro- 
vincial governments until adequate 
mieasures are taken to attain the end 
in view, 

Sir Wilfrid expressed his entire sym- 
pathy with the views voiced by Hon, 
Mr. Rolland, It is probable that a 
royal commission will be appointed 
this seseion to take up’ the whole 
question of forest preservation, and 
the concomitant question of prohibit- 
ing the export of pulpwood. Parlia- 
ment Would then be next session fully 
seized of all the faets and needs of 
the case, and any legislation would be 
based on the authoritative report of 
the commission. It is unlikely that 
any legislation will be passed this ses- 
sion imposing an export duty on pulp- 
wood.

Glastenbury Abbey is one of the 
most interesting buildings in - Eng- 
land. According to the legend, 


Joseph of Arimathea came hitherto 
bearing the Holy Grail and founded 
the first Christian chureh in Britain. 
The present abbey was built by 
Henry de Blois in 1186. 

A funny story is told of the abbot’s 
kitchen. Some of the old abbots used 
to entertain so lavishly that a cer- 
tain English monarch threatened the 
destruction of the wooden kitchen, 
so the monks built a stone kitchen 
with walls several ieet wick. which 
they thought would withstand the as- 
saults. The kitchen exists now in a 
good state of preservation. Four 
oxen could be roasted in it at once. 

When it was announced last: year 
that the abbey was for sale, tears 
were expressed regarding the historic 
pile being bought by: an American 
syndicate for removel across the 
ocean, but Ernest Jardine, of Noiting- 
ham, came to the rescue and acquired 
the property for $150,090, though he 
never intended to permanently retain 
it.
